WasHINGTON, August 8.—[Special.}—It is 
said that the repubiican central campaign 
committee has determined to make a fight 
in every congressional district ‘in Georgia 
this year, and has instructeg the republican 
central committee of Georgia to put a re- 
publican candidate against the democratic 
nominee in every district in the state. 

Just why they propose to make Georgia 
one of their chief fields of operation is hard 
to tell, unless it be that they expect to 
antagonize the alliance. 

They will be very

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THE TAX ON COTTON TIES. 


Senator Butler Offers an Amendment Ke- 
ducing the Duty. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—Mr. Call offered a res- 
olution,which was agreed to, instructing the com- 
mittee on f: reign relations to inquire and report 
such a measure as may be necessary for the pro- 
tection of citizens of the United States who were 
formerly residents of Cuba and subjects of Spain, 
against prosecution by the Spanish government 
for offenses alleged to have been committed by 
them. 

The concurrent resolution, heretofore offered by 

ir. Plumb, expressing the desire of congress for 
the removal! of the remains of the “illustrious sol- 
dier and statesman, Ulysses S. Grant’’ to, and 
their interment, in Arlington National cemetery, 
and requesting the president to convey to the 
widow cf that eminent man such desire, 
tendering to her, on behalf of the nation, all 
necessary facilities for such reinoval and inter- 
ment, was takenupand agreed to. The confer- 
ence report on the fortification bill was taken up 
for consideration. 

Mr. Gorman, one of the conferees, made a state- 
ment in regard to the following provision, agreed 
to in conference, on the subject of guns: Thata 
contract shall be invited by the secretary of war, 
by proper notice and publication, for the manu- 
facture (finishing and assembling) of eight-inch, 
ten-inch and twelve-inch steel coast guns from 
forgings proenured under the fortification act of 
September 22, 1888. 

(HK CONFERENCE REPORT AGREED TO. 

After some further discussion the conference 
report was agreed to. 

The conference report on the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill was then taken up. Mr. Gorman 


one of the conferees, said that there were a num ~— 


ber of itemsin the report which did not meet 
with his approval, but that there was no way by 
which a conclusion could be reached except by 
each house surrendering something. He cailed 
attention particulariy to the feature of the_report 
which, he thoucht, the senate ought not to agree 
to. That was in regard to three or four items, for 
the payment of arrears of pay and bounty to two 
and three years’ volunteers. The bill, 
as it came from the house, had left 


-the appropriations indetinite, using the words 


‘as much as may be necessary.”” The senate had 
inserted definite amounts, as estimated for. Thus 
it had inserted $350,000 for the first item, and for 
a!l items $725,000. The conference committee had 
struck out definite appropriations, leaving the 
ainount entirely indefinite, and he gave it as his 
opinion that the aggregate expenditure would not 
be $725,000, but, perhaps, $3,000,000. The only ap- 
parent object of the house in insisting on that 
point was, he said, that on the face of the bill the 
total amount appropriated might appear so much 
less. He thought that, on that account, the 
conference report should be rejected. He said 
this, not as a matter ot party, but 
asa matter of sound and orderly conduct. The 
making of indefinite appropriations was opening 
the door too wide. 

Mr. Call argued againstthe action of the con- 
ference committee in striking out of the bill all 
appropriations for the payment to families of 
senators and members of the balance of their 
year's salaries. He thought that, on that ground 
alone, the conférence report should be fe agp 

Mr. Sherman expressed his regret at the strik- 
ine out of items for families of deceased mem- 
bers and of the late Chief Justice Waite.

THE TARIFF BILL. 

The tariff bill was then taken up, the pending 
paragraph being No. 134, page 27, as to hoop, band, 
scroll or other iron or steel, to which Mr. Butler 
has offered yesterday an amendment, in the place 
of Mr. Coke’s, providing that such hoops used for 
baling cotton shall be taxed atthe rate of 35 per 
centad yalorem, the present rate. Mr. Butler 
spoke to his amendment and inquired of Mr. 
Aldrich as to the rate of duty at which cotton ties 
were taxed under the bill, 11-10 cents per pound

lengths for baling purposes—making the rate on 
cotton ties; 1 3-10 cents per pound or 103 per cent 
ad valorem. Heasked Mr. Aldrich whether in- 
crease of duty had been demanded by a

treasury department, that cotton ties were sub- 
ject to a tax of 35 per cent ad valorem. .

Mr. Aldrich—Asthe senator evidently desires 
to have it that way, I will not contradict him. 

Mr. Butler declared that the proposed duty on 
cotton ties was uothing more nor less than a de- 
liberate, wanton piece of robbery, and predicted 
that if it was carried out, enabling combinations 
and trusts to corner cotton ties, the farmers of 
the south would return to the use of rope to bale 
their cotton. : 

In the course of discussion, Mr. Hiscock asserted 
thatin his action on the bill he had been actuated 
by patriotism, broad statesmanship and the gen- 
eral welfare of the country. 

“Unquestionably,” Mr. Butler asserted, “no 
senator would doubt for an instant that the sen- 
ator from New York has been actuated by broad 
statesmanship, philosophy, wisdom and all other 
high qualities that adorn any one.” 

urcher on in the discussion Mr. Butler asked 
Mr. Aldrich whether the object of the bill was not 
to reduce taxation. 

Mr. Aldrich—One object of the bill is to reduce 
taxation on the article of sugar, for the benefit of 
the senator’s constituents. If the senator means 
to ask ne whether the purpose of the bill is to 
reciuce protective duties for the purpose of reduc- 
ing taxation, I say no, 

Mr. Butler— Then the senator says that it is not 
for the purpose of reducing taxation. 

Mr. Aidrich—Not by any means. 

Mr. Butler—Then we understand each other 

Mr, Aldrich—You do not understanel me at all, 
now. I have stated as fairly as I could 
that the purpose of the bill is to reduce revenue, 
and, in reducing revenue, to relieve the people of 
this country from any burdens created by the 
tariff or internal revenue laws. 

Mr. Butier--Is the object of the bill to reduce 
revenue? 

Mr. Aldrich—I have already stated that that is 
one of its objects. 

Leaving that point, Mr. Butler said that what 
he comp'ained of was that the proposed tax on 
cotion ties would be prohibitory and that a com- 
bination would be formed to put up prices. That 
was iniquity, enormity, an outrageous bill. He 
declared that there was nothing further from his 
purpose than to injure any manufacturing in- 
dustry in the United States, but he could not sup- 
port the proposed increase of duty on cotton ties. 
It was not broad statesinanship,nor honest states- 
manship, to select one class and bleed it to death 
in order to enrich another class. 

At the close of Mr. Butler’s speech the bill went 
over without any action on the cotton ties amend - 
ment. 

MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT. 

A message from the president, in reference to 
destitution among settlers in Oklahoma, was read 
and referred to the committee on appropriations. 

Mr. Hoar, from the library committee, reported 
the senate joint resolution to accept from the 
national encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic a statue and pedestal of the late General 
Ulysses S. Grant, to be erected in the capitol, pro- 
vided that the design of the statue and pedestal 
shall receive the approval of the joint committee 
on the library, and it was passed. 

The senate adjourned.

BUSY ON THE APPROPRIATIONS. 


-The House Passes the General Deficiency 


Bill—Other Business Done. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—In the house, Mr. 
Mutchler, of Pennsylvania, was excused, at his 
own request, from further service on the commit- 
tee on coinage, weights and measures, and Mr. 
Vaux, of Pennsylvania, appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. 

The house then resumed consideration of the 
general deficiency bill, the pending question 
being on the amendment granting a month’sextra 
pay to cmp!oyves of the house aad senate. 

The amendment was lost—yeas, 72; nay?, 104. Mr 
Vaux, of Pennsylvania, moved to recomumit the 
bi.l, with instructions to the committee on appro- 
priations to report it back, with the clause appro- 
priating $220,000 for deficiencies in the fees and 
expenses of United States marshals eliminated. 
Lost—yeas, 33; nays, 150. The bill was then passed. 

Mr. Cannon, from the committee on rules, re- 
ported a resolution providing that after the pds- 
sage of this resolution it shall be in order, 
after two hours’ debate, to move that the house 
non-concur in all senate amendments to the In- 
dian appropriation bill, and toask for a committee 
of conference. 

Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, raised the question of 
consideration in the interest, he said, of the pri- 
vate calendar. Inorder to obviate Mr. Enloe’s 
objection to the resolution. Mr. Cannon stated, in 
response to a question by Mr. MceComes, of 
Maryiand, that it was the purpose of the commit- 
tee on rules to report resolutions, giving days, to 
the consideration of bills reported from the com- 
mittees on agriculture and labor, and to the con- 
sideration of private bills. If the Indian appro- 
priation bill could be disposed of today, unan- 
imous consent would be asked to devote tomorrow 
to the private bills. 

The house decided—yeas, 110; nays, 66—to con- 
sider the report of the committee on rules. 

Mr. Rogera, of Arkansas, having voted in the 
affirmative for that purpose, moved a reconsider- 


atign. 
¥. Cannon raised the point that this was a 
difitory motion. 

The speaker sustained the point. 

Mr. Rogers—I appeul from the decision. 

The Speaker—The chair declines to entertain 
the appeal. 

Mr. hrockinridge, of Kentucky, moved to table 
the resolution. Lost—yeas, 51; nays, 109. 

Then Mr. Peel, of Arkansas, asked unanimous 
consent that the senate amendments to the Indian 
appropriation bill be non-concurred in, giving as 
his reason, the fact that the Indian service was 
suffering, and that it was nece¢sary that the ap- 
propriation bill be passed at the earliest day pos- 
sible. a 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, objected. 

Mr. Cannon then demanded the previous ques- 
tion on the adoption of the resolution. 

This motion was agreed to—yeas, 111; nays, 63. 

Mr. Dockery, of Mississippi, moved to recommit 
the resolution. Rejected—yeas, 59; nays, 95. 

The question then recurring on the adoption of 
the resolution, no quorum voted, and the house, 
at5 o’clock, took a recess until 8 o’clock, the even- 
ing session to be for the consideration of private 
pension bills.

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{= WILL BE COUNTED AGAIN. 


Gross Errors Found inthe Enumeration 
of St. Paul. 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—Secretary Noble has 
approved the recommendation of Superintendent 
Porter, submitted today, that the original order 
directing a recount of the pepulation of the en- 
tire city of St. Paul, be put into execution. Super- 
intendent Porter in his letter of recommendation, 
gives a detailed account of his recent investiga- 
tion which shows that while, perhaps, a large 
share of the irregularities were found in nine 
specified enumeration districts, yet gross errors 
in 35 districts render, in his opinion, a_ recount 
of the whole city necessary. An examination of 
the schedule discloses, among other irregularities, 
the fact that at least 4,000 duplications of names 
were made. The secretary, while exonerating the 
citizens of St. Paul from even a suspicion of col- 
lusion in falsifying the enumeration schedules, 
believes that the errors committed were of se 

ross a character and so general as to require, in 
justice to all concerned, a recount of the whole 
city. The work of enumeration will be begun 
next Monday. 


THE SUB-TREASURY BILL. 


The Ways and Means Committee Not 
Kindly Dispoded Toward It. 

WASHINGTON, August 8th.—The Farmers’ Alli- 
ance subtreasury bill figures gtoday before the 
ways and means committee, in connection with 
the resolution introduced by Representative 
Wheeler providing for its report and considera- 
tion. Inasmuch as the resolution seemed to 
propose trenching upon prerogatives of the com- 
mittee on rules,by the ways and mcans committee, 
in the clause setting apart a day for the considera- 
tion of the bill,and for the further reason that 
owing to the delay in its delivery to the committee 
the date fixed for consideration of the bill had 
already been passed, the resolution itself was laid 
aside without action. The discussion this morn- 
ing, however, failed to develop a kindly feeling 
toward the alliance bill on the part of the ‘com- 
mittee. 7

4 SUBJECT OF DISCUSSION IN 
WASHINGTON. 


THE ADVOCATES OF THE FORCE BILL - 


Comforting Themselves Because the Georgia 
Convention Failed to Join in the Con- 
demnation of the Bill. 


WasHinaton, August 8.—[{Special.]—The 
platform of the Georgia state convention 
of yesterday has had a very damaging ef- 
fect here. 

It has done more to aid the passage of 
the force bill than anything that has hap- 
pened recently. ; 

The republicans will listen to no expla- 
nation. Thev hold that a failure to de 
nounce the force bill in the platform means 
that the state acquiesces in its necessity, 
and means a practical endorsement. 

Of course the Georgia men and all dem- 
ocrats laugh at this, but still the repub- 
licans are using the weak argument freely, 
and possibly, advantageously, to the chances 
of the Dill. 

A CONFERENCE OF CONSPIRATORS. 

Wednesday night a conference was held 
at the white house. There were present 
besides Mr. Harrison, Speaker Tom Reed, 
Napoleon McKinley, 
Chairman Belden, Senator Aldrich and oth- 
ers. After talking over reciprocity, Reed 
spoke up in his blunt way and said: 

“Mr. President, while talking about writing 
messages, why can't you write one to the 
senate ordering the election bill passed?” 

In replying, Mr. Harrison expressed sur- 
prise to hear the movement to shelve the 
force bill had gained such proportions. He 
insisted that the bill must not be abandoned, 
and expressed himself as willing to let all 
other legislation go by the board, even to 
sacrifice the tariff bill if necessary, to effect 
its passage. 

HARRISON SPURRED UP. 

He had been spurred up by Reed, and 
announced that he considered it of para- 
mount importance to the republican party 
in the coming campaign, and said that 
under no circumstances should it be al- 
lowed to fail. 

This aunouncement was just what the 
crowd present wanted, and the conference 
ended. by Mr. Harrison promising to send 
for all the doubtful senators jto impress 
upon them the necessity of the passage of 
the bill. 

It now remains to be seen if Plumb, 
Teller, Walcott and the others can be forced 
into line on the adoption of: gag rules, 
for without them the bill cannot pass. 

Lodge has been lobbying for the bill in 
the senate during the past two days. He 
stated today the bill would soon pass, and 
predicted that the senate’s rules would be 
changed within ten days. 

THE CENSUS RETURNS. 

The census returns from postal card enum- 
eration makes the population of the United 
States of America a little under 64,000,000. 
This is exclusive of public institutions, peni- 
tentiaries, soldiers’ homes, etc., which are 
enumerated separately. 

Superintendent Porter believes that when 
these and the corrections are added, the fig- 
ures will reach the original estimate of some- 
thing over 65,000,000. 

The congressional apportionment is now 
made on the basis of 151,000 inhabitants to the 
district. If the number of representatives in 
the house is not increased, the basis of repre- 
sentation must be increased to a little over 
150,000, but if it is deemed advisable to in- 
crease the size of the house from 330, as at 
present, to 400, as has been suggested, 
the basis will be only increased to 
162,000 to the district. A very rough estimate 
of Georgia’s population places it at 1,800,000. 
Thus, if the membership of the house is re- 
tained at the present membership, Georgia 
will hold her own. If increased to 400, Georgia 
will gain one. 

THE DEFICIENCY BILL. 

The deficiency bill passed the house today. 
In itis included the Trezevant claim, which 
gives Georgia $35,000; also, Mr. Candler’s 
claim for attorney’s feesin his contested elec~ 
tion case of $1,650. Of this amount Mr. Cand- 
ler personally does not get one cent. Indeed, 
none of his personal expenses in collecting evi- 
dence are paid. The amount goes to the law- 
yers employed inthe ten counties whose re- 
turns were attacked. The amount is to be 
paid out as follows: Colonel N. J. Hammond 
$500; S. C. Dunlap, Gainesville, $300; George 
R.. Brown, Canton, $300; C. H. Brand, 
Lawrenceville, $100; Baker & Boyd, Dahlon= 
ega, $100; Howard Thompson, Gainesville, 
$100; W. F. Findlay, Gainesville, $100; J. B, 
Silman, Jefferson, $75; T. M. Edwards, 
Homer, $050; T. L. Lewis, Alpha- 
retta, $20. The calendar was for printing and 
marshal’s fees.

At Mr. Grimes’s request,a special census 
agent went to Columbus last night to learn if 
the recount requested was necessary. The 
card count gives Columbus only 16,700, while 
over 20,000 is claimed.

THE TRAINS STOPPED: 


A STRIKE ON THE NEW YORK CEN- 
RAL RAILROAD. «. 


THE EXCITEMENT CAUSED THEREBY 


| New York and Buffalo—Exciting 
Scenes at the Depot. 


New Yor«, August 8.—A strike of employes 
on the New York Central and Hudson River rail- 
Was begun at 7:30 o’clock tonight. Not a 
train has left the depot at Forty-second street 
since that hour. The Grand Union hotel is 
crowded with people who expected to leave the city 
and had engaged passage for various points. 
} At 8:30 o’clak a gentleman reached the hotel 
and announced that the engineers and men em- 
pe bs in running an incoming train had deserted 

heif posts inthe tunnel at Eichty-sixth street, 
and left the train standing there. He, as well as 
other passengers, had to get out and-make their 
way to Forty-second street on foot or by horse ear. 

THE WEST SHORE TIED UP, TOO. 

The latest report, at 9 o’clock, is that the West 
Shore railroad is tied up throughout its Ienzth as 
well as the New York and New Haven railroad. 
Great throngs of people are crowded into the 
Grand Central depot and trying to have tickets 
obanged, and asking all mannerof questions. No 
one seemed to know how it was, or who ordered 
the strike. Even J. J. Holland, labor leader, de- 
nied that he knew who ordered it, or even that it 
was ordered, when seen by a reporter at 8 o’clock. 

The confusion and crowds about the Grand Cen- 
tral depot knows no bounds. Vice President Webb 

| was interviewed on the situation. He said that 
the strike extended only to West Albany. Ali the 
men who were out from the employ of the road 
this evening, Mr. Webb said, would be promptly 
discharged in the morning. Those men who re- 
mained true would be taken care of and amply 
rotected as well as all men who came to work for 
read. The road would take on all good men 
who applied for work in the morning as far as they 
were needed to fill the places of the deserters, and 

Fmd would be guaranteed from all harm as well. 

ith great emphasis the vice president announced 
that he would fight the strikers to the bitter end. 

4 WHAT THE MEN DEMAND, 

The new demands are: For a minimum day’s 
wages, $1.50; station agents to receive an increase 
of $5 a month; men inthe yards at Troy and 
Green Island shall receive the same compensation 
as at Bchenectady and East Albany; all firemen 
on six-wheel connected engines shall receive 214 
cents a mile; all engineers of the 
same, 4 cents, Four-wheel engineers 3% cents 
per mile; firemen, 2 cents per mile. For 
all men overtime double pay. 

Mr. Webb announced that the fast mail had 
pulled out the depot at 9 o’clock with four mail 
cars but no passenger cars were attached to the 
train. The vice president further announced that no 
attempt would be made torunany trains to New 
York. Everything would be leftat a standstill 
just where the men left off There. are no means 
to get to Albany or New England tonight, but the 
opcning up of the great avenues of trade would 
be begun tomorrow. 

It is announced that the vice president will give 
out an official statement of the road’s position in 
the present unfortunate controversy, to be pub- 
lished in the newspapers and to be laid 
before the people of the country, that they may 
judge who was right and who wrong. TRepresent- 
atives of the railroad company called upon Acting 
Superintendent of Police Byrnes for protection. 
The aoe st decided to hold in _ re- 
serve policemen in ail precincts - on the 
east side below Forty-second street. A({l 
reserves on the east side above Forty-second 
to Yonkers, and on the west side from St. John’s 
park to Yonkers, were placed on duty guarding 
the tracks and property of the railroad company. 

The depot at Forty-second street was under the 

tection of the full force of police from the

The scene about the Grand Central depot five 
minutes after it became known that astrike had 
been ordered, was one that will long be remem- 
bered, The7:10 train left the depot, and the 
waiting room was crowded with passengers wait- 
ing for the gateman to call their respective trains. 
For some time the real state of aflairs did not 
dawn upon the passengers. When thefact of the 
strike at last became known, there was a wild 
rush for baggage. 

A raid was made on the Grand Union hotel, 
which was nearest, the clerk being nearly mobbed 
in the wild rush for rooms. Even cot room was 
soon exhausted. Then a rush was made to Murra 
Hill; then the rush went to the West Shore road. 
The police were finally compelled to drive the 
mournful travelers from the depot and hotels. 

At a late hour Vice President Webb 
stated that in the yards of the 
Grond Central depot at Forty-second 
street, Fifty-sixth street and at West Albany, 
there were about 85? men out. These men were 
all switchmen, and there was no tronble with the 
engineers or firemen. Between midnight and 
daylight he intended to put on men and cleagsthe 
tracks of the few stray cars and get ready té®fun 
out trains after 7 o’clock. He said that there 
might be trouble when this was attempted, but 
the company will afford police protection to the 
men who remain loyal to them. 

WEBB WOULD NOT TALK. 

NEw York, August 8.—Last night J. J. Holland, 
of the executive board of the Knights of Labor, 
érrived in the city, and this forenoon he made 
three different attempts to have a conference with 
Third Vice-President Webb, of the New York 
Central, in regard to a peaceful solution of the 
trouble. Webb refused to talk with him, and mo- 
tioned him out, Then Holland talked the matter 
over with Superintendent Tourey, and the latter 
went to see Mr. Webb.

THE TRIAL OF TURNER. 


The Murderer and Libertine Makes a State- 
ment. 

SPARTANBURG, S. C., August 8.—{Special.]—The 
second day of George 8. Turner’s trial is passed. 
The crowd was even larger than that of yesterday. 
The exciting scenes of yesterday had attracted 
hundreds of spectators. A large part of those 
present had been here over night. They had 
camped in the vacant lots around town in order to 
be at the opening of the court. 

Promptly at 9 o’clock Judge Norton took his 
seat, bailiffs and constables shouted ‘Silence,’’ 
and the ringing tones of the criers, “O, Yes; O, 
Yes ;” announced that the prisoner was again at 
the bar. All day long the crowd packed every corner 
of the house. The heat was terrible, but their at- 
tention never flagged. Late in the afternoon the 
prisoner was puton the stand. His testimony 
was given in a clear, firm yoioe, and without hesi- 
tation. 

In substance, he said that he was standing in 
his store on the evening of the shooting. Finger 
had called for him, cursed him, and had fired 
twice at him befere he fired inreturn. He be- 
lieved himself to be acting in self-defense. He 
felt no remorse, and thought himself perfectly 
justified. He wascross examined for an hour 
and a half by the solicitor, but little was gotten 
out of him. 

The most touching incident of the day was the 
» toa: A * Nee by the prisoner’s little nine-year- 
old son. hen asked why he did not visit his 
Uncle Finger, the little fellow replied that: ‘‘He 
wouldn't go to the house of anybody who wanted 
to kill his papa.” 

The evidence in the case was ended today, and 
counsel will make their arguments tomorrow. It 
is expected that the verdict will be guilty.

DROWNING OF A PARTY OF BATH- 
ERS IN MARYLAND. 


WASHED BEYOND THEIR DEPTH, 


A Party of Baltimoreans While in Bathing 
Salute a Passing Steamer—The Under- 
tow Catches Them. 

BaLtTmmore, August 8.—Mrs. Mollie Storm, 
wife of Mr. S. W. Storm, a clerk in the tax 
department at the city hall, and Edith V., his 
fourteen-year-old daughter, Mrs. J. R. John- 
son, Wife of the secretary of the Viaduct Man- 
ufacturing Company, on Charles and German 
streets, and Carroll, aged nine years, son of 
Mr. J. §. Graham, clerk of Spring Grove 
asylum, were drowned yesterday in St. Inigees 
creek, St. Marys county, while bathing. The 
bodies were recovered and were brought to 
Baltimore this morning. The drowned were

The party, with the exception of Miss Gra 
ham, who stood on the shore, went bathing in 
acreek about a quarter of a mile from the 
house where they were stopping. The steam- 
er Sue came along. The delight of the young 
ones at the sight of the vessel found expres- 
sion in hearty cheers and the waving of hands, 
which salutations Captain Geoghegan ac- 
knowledged by several whistles. The Sue at 
this time was about a quarter of a mile distant 
from the bathers. The undertow from thé 
steamer caught the women and children and 
swept some of them beyond their depth. Miss 
Nettie Graham cried out so loudly that Cap- 
tain Geoghegan heard her, but before he 
could reach the bathers, a number of oyster-~ 
men went to the rescue and saved nine. Mrs, 
Johnson and Edith Storm lost their lives in 
efforts to save Mrs. Storm and Carroll 
Graham. 

Mrs. Stevens, when carried ashore, was in- 
sensible, but was resuscitated.

Very Embarrassing. 

The Washington correspondent of The 
Chicago Herald tells a piquant little story. 

It appears that Senator Colquitt entered 
the senate chamber, the other day, and was 
inexpressibly shocked to find on his desk a 
long-necked black bottle and a sandwich 
covered with a napkin. At first the gentle- 
man from Georgia thought that he was the 
victim of a practical joke. After inquiring 
into the facts, however, he learned that a 
page had been sent for refreshments by Sen- 
ator Hampton. The boy made a slight mis- 
take in the order, and placed the original 
package on the wrong desk. 

With his bright and shining prohibition 
record, Senator Colquitt felt that he was 
placed in an awkward position, and he lost 
no time in having the suspicious black bot- 
tle removed. He summoned the page to his 
desk, and gave him a lecture, warning him 
to be careful how he treated the prohibition 
senators, as it seriously damaged them to be 
mixed up with their wet colleagues, 

Fortunately the mistake was promptly ex- 
plained, but as the page is a nephew of that 
reckless humorist, Bill Nye, it is barely pos- 
sible that the youngster was instigated by 
the devil, as the old-fashioned indictments 
say, when he made his blunder. Senator 
Colquitt will doubtiess keep his eagle eye on 
the youth after this. 
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The South Misrepresented. 

It will be recollected that several northern 

dailies, for reasons satisfactory to them- 
selves, opposed Tire CONSTITUTION’S peace- 
ful defensive policy of commercial independ- 
ence, suggested as a last resort in-the event 
of the passage of the Lodge bill. 
- As might have been expected, the utter- 
ances of the newspapers referred to have 
been construed at the north as representing 
to some extent the sentiment of the south.

A Strong Man. 

Congressman Amos J. Cummings made a 
hit, the other day, with his speech on the 
Kittery navy yard resolution. 

Mr. Cummings made the charge that the 
force at the navy yard was to be increased 
for partisan purposes. He quoted figures to 
show that previous to an election the force 
is much larger than it is a month or two 
Jater. The majority of the men always 
come from the adjointing-Maine congres- 
sional district represented by Thomas 
Brackett Reed. It was shown from the 
records that the policy of the republicans had 
been to use the navy yards to expedite po- 
litical ends. 

Mr. Boutelle in reply claimed that a demo- 
cratic administration had done the same 
thing, and that the secretary of the navy 
was simply discharging his duty under the 
appropriation bill. 

This defense did not squarely meet the 
charge made by Mr. Cummings that the 
mavy yard was about to be packed with ille- 
gai voters to secure Reed’ ‘re-election, and a 


sensitive man in the speaker’s chair would 
‘ave demanded an investigation. 


The debate has called public attention to 
the strength which Amos Cummin has de- 
veloped during his con$ressi service. 
This famous journalist, who practically be- 
gan his education ina country printing of- 
fice in Georgia, and completed it in that rough 
school known only to self-made men, ‘has 


an 
of the strongest men in the house. He isa 


man of granite, clear-headed, resolute and 
full of indomitable energy. When he rises 
to speak he is heard with attention. He 
wastes no words, and goes straight to the 
point. He has never lagged behind his 
party, and his inborn hatred of anything 
that is unfair or oppressive has made him 
the best friend from the north that the south 
has ever had since Sum Randall stood up a 
tower of strength in her behalf. 

If this honest and practical statesman is 
willing to remain in public life, he will go 
still higher. It is hoped by many that he 
will be the next governor of New York, and 
the empire state would have to hunt far and 
wide to find a better executive. There is a 
great future before this sturdy tribune of the 
people, if he is willing to continue in politi- 
cal life. 


Well Done! 

The state convention that has just ad- 
journed, did its work rapidly and well. 
It attended strictly to business, and 
moved forward to its culmination and ad- 
journment in perfect harmony. 

It has certainly demonstrated the fact 
that the democratic party of Georgia, 
contrary to the suggestions and _predic- 
tions of some of our esteemed but ner- 
vous contemporaries, has nothing to fear 
from the farmers or the — alliancemen.

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Living in the Past. 

A recent lectaire by the Rev. Dr, Lafferty 
on ‘‘Progress’’ has stirred up an old-timer 
in Virginia, who writes a vigorous protest 
against the progress of the present day. 

Dr. Lafferty’s critic asks where we can 
find statesmen equal to Jefferson, Madison, 
Monroe, Jackson, Calhoun, Webster, Clay, 
Benton, Polk, Pierce and Buchanan. He 
goes on to say: : 

Those statesmen spoken of fifty years in the 
past were men of wisdom, and the true definition 
of wisdom, as I understand it, is virtue, honesty, 
morality and sociability. Those principles they 
aimed to live up to and did carry into execution, 
but a large majority of our present statesmen are 
voluptuous, dishonest, immoral and void of focia- 
bility, and were it not for the statesmanship of the 
south and the aid of a majority of northern 
democratic statesmen, this government would be 
ablank. But still we cannot favorably conipare 
with fifty years inthe past, consequently we are 
in retrogression, politically speaking. Compare 
our present divinity with those eminent divines of 
the fifty years in the past spoken of, and he will 
not find a comparison in virtue, morality and 
sociability. Even if they did take their tipple, as 
he said, it is more progressive to take it openly 
than toslip around the drnggist’s counter and 
take it and then go out and lecture on temperance 
and prohibition to deceive men, as they doin our 
progressive age. In arts and sciences, I admit we 
have progressed, but I will ask him if our progress 
isupward or downward? If upward, we have 
progressed; if downward, we have retrograded. 
Our progress in tbearts at the present time is 
more toward innuorality and obscenity than it 
was fifty years ago, forin that age the arts were 
less voluptuous than they are in thisage. 

This old Virginian feels what he says, 
and talks with the bark off. He replies to 
one of Dr. Lafferty’s reminiscences by say- 
ing that it would be better if our young 
men would ride beside their best girl on the 
colts their fathers gave them, as they did 
fifty years ago, than to ride beside that girl 
in a buggy, with their father’s farm under a 
mortgage to buy that buggy. 

Despite all this talk about-the past, we 
are progressing in certain directions. Fifty 
years ago people were talking about the 
good old times, just as some old men talk 
now, and fifty years hence white-haired 
grandsires will tell the children of the golden 
age of the year of our Lord, 1890. 

The fact is, when we reach a certain age, 
or mental stage, the world rushes on past 
us, and we condemn what we cannot keep 
up with. Each generation forges ahead 
under the irresistible laws of progress, and 
all that may be said by those who lag be- 
hind cannot start a retrograde movement. 


Its Effects. 

Harper’s Weekly, in discussing Tne Con-

The 
Philadeyphia Press and other republican 
papers have quoted some of these ‘‘express-

Harper's Weekly, and, indeed, the whole 
country know what that result has been: 
The very suggestion of the boycott as a 
remedy for partisan and sectional legislation 
has rendered the remedy unnecessary. The 
agitation that bas followed it from one end 
of the country to the other has. shown that 
the people of the United States are opposed 
to it, and they have made their opposition 
known to the republicans. This is the re- 
sult that has followed Tur Constirurion’s 
boycott suggestion. 

We need do no more than briefly refer to 
the mistake made by Harper’s Weekly when 
it alludes to ‘‘the attempt to defeat the pas- 
sage of the bill by a boycott.”’ There was 
no such attempt, There was to be no boy- 
cott until the bill had become a law, and even 
the suggestion of a boycott was based on the 
apathy that existed among the business men 
and people of the north relative to the Lodge 
bill. All the opposition that had been made 
to the bill was confined to the democratic 
and conservative newspapers. There had 
been no pressure whatever brought to bear 
on congress in the direction of protecting 
the people of the south from the deplorable 
results of such vicious and unjust legislation. 
The opposition to the bill on the part of our 
friends at the north seemed to be of a purely 
negative character. Now all thisis changed. 
Every element of business, both at the north 
and at the south, has actively arrayed itself 
against the force bill, and the result is that 
the bill and the boycott died together.

THE GRAND EXCURSION LEAVES 
FOR THE NORTHERN JAUNT. 


More Than Two Hundred People in the Party 
—How They Will Go and What They 
Will Do with Themselves. 


They're off to Boston! 

The grand excursion party left Atlanta 
yesterday for the “Hub City,’”’ and will be 
away for a week. 

There was never an excursion so perfectly 
planned in Atlanta and never one that aroused 
such universal interest among the people as 
this. 

Everybody said from the outset what pleasure 
was in store for those who were so fortun- 
ate as to be numbered among the party, and 
the consequence was a great rush for passage 
on the excursion train. 

Colonel A. B. Carrier organized the affair, 
and planned the entire trip. Starting out 
with a view to arranging an excursion for the 
Atlanta Grand Army men to the annual en- 
campment at Boston, he hit upon the idea to 
make it something greater, and this he was 
not long doing. 

More than two hundred Atlantians and people 
from all over Georgia were aboard the train 
yesterday when it roiled from the car shed. 
Some were Grand Army men, on their way to 
attend the encampment; some were members 
of the Northern society of Georgia, who, com- 
bining business with pleasure, went to carry 
a cordia! invitation to their northern friends 
to come down and join with them in the cele- 
bration of Northerners’ Day at the great Pied- 
mont exposition. 

There were many southerners in the party 
who went upon an invitation from their 
northern friends to give their willing sanction 
to the request that all northerners should 
come to Atlanta’s great show. 

AT THF CAR SHED. 

At 1 o’clock the excursion train, all decked 
with bunting and flowing banners, drew up 
at the union depot, ready to receive its passen- 
gers. 

[It was not long before the excursionists 
were aboard. 

There were six coaches in the train. The 
first was labeled in gay letters, ‘‘Northern So- 
ciety of Georgia;’’ the second, ‘‘O. M. Mitchell 
Post, No. 1, Atlanta, Ga.:” the third, “Queen 
and Crescent Carries the People to Boston! 
Come to Piedmont Exposition ;”’ the fourth, 
*Piano Parlor Car, Furnished by Cooper 
Piano Company, Atlanta, Ga.;’’ the fifth, 
‘Piedmont Exposition! Come to North- 
erners’ Day;” and the sixth, ‘‘Western 
and Atlantic Railroad, the Battle Field 
Route of Ameiica, via Kennesaw Mountain.”’ 

The engine, Chief Justice Lochrane, was 
profusely decorated with stars and stripes, and 
was attractive in the extreme in its drapery of 
red, white and blue.

Colonel A. B. Carrier, assisted by Mr. E. M. 
Roberts, had charge of the party, and they 
were attentive to each member’s comfort. 

The Grand Army men were all in uniform, 
and the Northern society people carried thou- 
sands of ‘‘tlyers’’ to scatter among their north- 
ern friends advertising Northerners’ Day at 
the exposition.

THE SUOPS OF THE TECHNOLOG- 
ICAL SCHOOL BUSY. 


There Will Be no Stop for the Summer— 
Twenty or Thirty Students at Work— 
Awake With Industry. 


Tke shops of the Technological school have 
not closed and will not close for the summer. 

Ever since commencement day, more than a 
month ago, there has been a scene of life and 
activity out at the school. 

More than twenty young men from the lower 
class have been busily at work eacit day in the 
various halls, and the machinery, 4wake to the 
stroke of the greatengines which propel it, 
has moved on with undimished speed to the 
hum of busy industry. 

There is a law in the discipline and govern- 
ment of the school requiring the members of 
the junior and middle classes to remain during 
the summer and make up the time lost during 
the session. 

Throughont the regular course so much time 


textbooks, that the students can not- possibly 
finish the work in this line laid out before 
them todo. Twohundred hours are lost in 
this way by each student every term. 

Besides this, the boys are required to make 
up all the time lost by sickness and other 
causes that are excusab’e, and are made to 
serve double time for unexcused absences 
from neglect. 

Another rule in the government of the 
school allows, by permission from the superin- 


dent of the shops, all students who may desire | 
| “probable that half as many more will be filed be-

to do extra shop work, to enter the ciasses that 
are thus kept over during the summer. 


In this way nearly fifty young men have | 


been kept at work out at the Technological 


session begins. 
WHAT THEY ARE DOING THERE. 

All departments of the shops are in opera- 
tion. 

In the woodshops, quite a large number of 
young men are engaged in constructing pat- 
ternsin the agricultural lines, such as cotton 
planters, corn droppers, etc. 

Others are doing what is Known as cabinet 
work, and some are making all kinds of 
carved patterns, fancy work, writing desks, 
tables, bureaus, etc. 

In the machine shops and forge rooms the 
boys are doing everything in heavy and light 
iron work, such as making agricultural imple- 
ments from models, and executing all manner 
of forging known tothe world of commerciol 
hardware. 

The foundry, too, is in constant operation, a

THE CENSUS GIVES HER 65,614 
PEOPLE. 


A Most Remarkable Per Cent of Increase 
Over the Last Count—Wonderful Pre- 
dictions for 1900. 


There are 65,514 people in Atlanta, accord 
ing to the ofticial count in Washington. 

This is nearly one thousand more than was 
shown some time ago by the card count. 

The calculation would not have been made 
for more than a month yet, had Atlanta 
waited for her tarn in the count, but at THE 
ConsTitutTion’s request, Superintendent 
Porter placed Atlanta third on the list of the 
citid of the United States, and the count was 
completed yesterday. 7 

The official report makes a wonderful show- 
ing for the Gate City. 

In 1880 Atlanta laid olaim to only 37,409. 

Today it is 65,514, an increase of 28,105. 

This means an increase of 75.13 per cent 
within ten years, a record that has not beon 
reached by any other city inthe country ex- 
cepting a few booin cities that have sprung up 
and been built entirely within the past 
ten years. The showing that Atlanta makes 


is, indeed, the most striking that any city has 


yot shown by the last census. 
WATCH HER GROWTH. 

At the rate of increase Atlanta has estab- 
lished by this census, which is something 
more than 75 per cent, she will, at the’ next 
count in 1900, record more than 114,000. 

It is too evident that this rate of 
increase will be maintained. There 
are abundant indications that it will indeed 
grow larger during the next ten years. 

This, perhaps, could not be shown more 
clearly than is now being indicated by the 
count of manufacturing industries in the city. 
Mr. R. FF. Bunker, who is con- 
ducting this department of the 
census here, states that Atlanta’ will 
show up more manufactories in operation and 
in course of construction than any city its size 
in the whole south. 

These live industries growing and increas- 
ing each day in wonderful proportions, are 
br.nging an enormous influx of population, 
wealth and general growth.
